caped froai the Licking County jail 
at an early hour this morning. 


The prisoners who made 
good 


their escape were George Johnson, 
colored, under indictment for high- 
way robber. A, R. Brake who is a de- 
serter from the United States army, 
and Earl Rouse, under indictment 
for the burglary of a Pan Handle 
box car. 


The moving spirits in the desper- 


ate enterprise and those who com- 
mitted the assualt upon the deputy 
sheriff were Johnson and Brake. Af- 
ter having clubbed Deputy Taylor 
these two secured his keys and un- 


scrument used was the leg of a chair 
and so grea*t was the force of the j 
blow that the heavy club was snap-' 
ped in two. }

With a desperate criminal cling- j 
ing to each arm the sturdy deputy | 
struggled to draw his heavy Auto-'

BECKER CONVICTED OF 


FIRST DEGREE MURDER 


IN ROSENTBAl CASE 


Verdict Returned a Few Minutes Before 


Midnight After Jury Had Deliber- 


ated for Nine Hours

Mrs. 
Becker, wife of the convicted 


'Oliee official, was barred from the 
ourt-room when the jury returned 
vith their verdict. 
Seated in the 
orridor outside the dread news was 
broken to her as gently as possible. 


She sat perfectly immovable when 
he messenger told aer her hus- 
)and's 
fate. 
Apparently 
stunned 
sae neither moved^ojr_jsggke. Their 
ie~eyes Jeiosed"~and " she swooned? 
Friends carried her away. 
The verdict was a severe blow to 


>oth the defendant and his wife and 
counsel ail of whom had been con- 
idently looking for a disagreement 
at least. 


The duration of the jury's delib- 
irations—the seeming rancor of 
.heir debates and the nature of the 
evidence 'that they 
asked to havp 
sent into the jury room after they 
had retired—Rose's confession and 
he letter of Sam Schepps to Rose 
ipclaring that he would not swear 
o 9 lie—all carried the belief that 
joints of difference had arisen be- 
:v,eea the 12 men which would make 
a disagreement inevitable. 


Scenes of the most dramatic char- 


acter attended the closing hours of 
this celebrated trial. 
It was 11:45 p. m. when Justice 


Goff entered the little courtroom 
whence he had been summoned by 
a message that the jury was ready 
to come in, 
and 
bowing low to 


counsel, took his seat. 
The Jury 
roll was called. 


The celrfc then asked the jurors if 


th?y had reached a verdict. 


"We have,"' announced 
Foreman 


Skinner. 
The jury rose to its feet. 


We find the defendant guilty as 


charged in the indictment," said Mr. 
Skinner, slowly and evenly, looking 
squarely at Justice Goff. 


"Do you find the defendant guilty 


of murder in 
the 
first degree as 


charged in the indictment?" asked 
the clerk. 


'We do," the foreman replied. 
The court then directed that the 


roll of the jurors be called for their 
individual verdicts. As he repeated 
the question, "Do you find the de- 
fendant guilty of murder in the first 
degree as charged?" each juror an- 
swered "I do." 


Becker stood at the 
bar with 


squared shoulders, head erect. Xot 
a muscle moved in his face, but be 
swallowed hard. That was all. 


When the last juror had answered 


Justice Goff instructed the clerk to 
take 
the 
defendant's 
pedigree. 


Becker answered the questions in a 
low, 
firm voice. 
A court officer 


brought the qeustions to him, writ- 
ten on a slip of paper, and as the 
prisoner read them to himself hej 
replied:

When Becker's voice died away 


Mr. Mclntyre. -who had covered his 
face with his hands as the verdict 
iras given, rose and asked that all 
further proceedings be deferfred for 
one week, "until I can prepare the 
proper motions for appeal." 


'•I will defer sentence," announced 


Justice Gift", "until October 30, and 
remand the prisoner until that date. 


Justice Goff 
spoke in the same 


low tone of voice, almost a whisper, 
that bad characterized his utterancts 
during the trial. 


Becker gave a fleeting glance at 


the judge and rested his eyes for a 
moment on the jury. Then he turn- 
ed and followed by a jail warden, 
walked with rapid step up the aisle 
of the court room and disappeared 


through the door leading over the 
"Bridge of Sighs" to the Tombs. 
The jury had deliberated nearly 


eight hours before reaching the Ter- 
dict. Although the case had been in 
their hands since 2:20 o'clock in the 
afternoon actual deliberation begun 
at 4:07 o'clock when the doors of 
the jury room swung behind them, 
on their return from luncheon. 


What 
happened 
behind 
those 


doors, how the debate ebbed' and 
flowed, who stood out eight lonra 
against the final verdictj hoir many 
ballots were cast—these "were mat- 
ters to whose secresy each, juror "was 
pledged. 


While the jury was making up its 


mind, absolute stillness, heightened 
by the midnight quiet of the streets, 
prevailed in the court. 


After the verdict was given no one 
was allowed to leave the room until 
the jury had filed out. Justice Goff 
had given orders that any one dis- 
turbing the proceedings in the slight- 
est degree should be brought "before 
him for punishment. 
.«,Xwa hundred -persons-* t*r~inor« 
gathered at "the court room. door. 
With her ear almost,at the keyhole 
sat the prisoner's wife. As the last 
juror left the room, by another exit, 
the door flew open and" a man rushed 
excitedly into 
the 
corridor. 
The 


crowd gave way. He was half irar 
down the steps to the 
telephone 


booth when a policeman shouted: 
"What's the verdict?" 
"Guilty," he shouted. 
For a moment there -was silence, 
keen, intense, gripping. It was bro- 
ken by a woman's muffled scream, 
and the sound of a falling body. 


The prisoner's wife had fainted 
dead away. 


District Attorney Whitman's only 


comment was: "The verdict speaks 
for itself." 


There was never any question in 
the miads of the jurors as to the 
guilt of the accused man.

sanitary drinking" 


fountains. A gasoline engine is used 
:o pump the water supply. Eleven 
schools in the township have been 
closed by centralization. 
The build- 


ings have already been sold at auction 
as the people have no idea, of ever re- 
turning to the old system. Two hun- 
dred and twenty-five pupils are en- 
rolled in the school, thirty of which 
are in the higa school. Ten wagons 
are used to haul the pupils to and 
from school. 
Excluding the cost of 


the high school, the expenses are less 
than under the old plan.
